Rural families in America ap- 
pear to be pretty good credit risks. 
Farmer's Home Administration of 
the U..S. Department of Agricul-| 
ture, reports that during the 12 
years it's rural housing loan pro- 
gram has been in effect, losses on 
principal have amounted to only 2 
one-hundredths of 1 per cent. 

Of the 356.4 million dollars in 
loans, only $82,000 has been writ- 
ten off as uncollectible. Only 62 
loans have been foreclosed since 
the program was originated in 
1949. Of these, 9 were in 1960 апа 
8 in 1961. А total of 52,000 families 
obtained loans in the past 12 years 
and it's expected about 95 million 
dollars will be made available in 
housing loans this year. 

I agree with Secretary of Agri- 
culture Freeman who said “this is 
a remarkable tribute to the finan- 
cial integrity of rural families and 
their ability to manage their finan- 
cial affairs.” 

Inéidentally, loans under this 
program are made only to those 
who are unable to obtain financing; 
from conventional sources. As 
result, the families who obtained | 
such loans had to be extra careful 
to meet their repayment obliga- 
tions, I think the record demon- 
strates the good judgment exer- 
sed by some 7,500 county commit- 
teemén who had the responsibility 
of evaluating the soundness of the 
loans made in their counties.

Rogers Asks Sugar

WASHINGTON, D. C. — Intro- 
ducing new legislation on sugar 
quotas, Congressman Paul Rogers 
has called for an increased sugar 
cane marketing quota for mainland 
cane, of particular importance to 
the $100,000,000 cane industry in 
Florida. T . 

Rogers made his remarks before 
the House Agriculture Committee.
